Great Northern 
Has Right to Put 


Forth Shares Without Consulting 
Railroad 
Commission According 


to Opinion. 


St. Paul. March 20.—The state su- 


premo court 
Thursday 
uphold the 


Great Northern railroad in Us conten- 
tion that It had the right to Issue $(50,- 
0(K),0(HI of addition stock which waa 
authorized by tho board of directors 
several months ago. The issue was 
enjoined through the Intervention of 
Attorney General Young, who held 
that the railroad company should llrst 
go before the state railroad and ware- 
house commission aud submit to an 
examination to uhow tho necessity of 
the Issue. Tho contention of the state 
was upheld by Judge Hallam In tho 
Ramsey county district court, and he 
ordered an Injunction to Issue. 
The 


supreme court reverses that decision. 


Court's Opinion Unanimous. 


The opinion of the court was unan- 


imous. 
Chief Justice Start delivered 


tho opinion, tho syllabus of which fol- 
lows; 


1. Tho terms and conditions upon 


which corporations may be created, 
the powers and capital stock they may 
have, the purposes for which they 
may increase their capital stock and 
the conditions and limitations thereof 
nro exclusively matter for legislative 
action which cannot be delegated. 


J. 
The stafo having created rail- 


way corporations for'nubile purposes, 
the legislature has the right to enact 
statutes regulating the Increase of 
their capital stock. Such regulations 
tend to prevent secrecy of operation 
and accounts by such public agencies 
and the Issue aud sale of ilctltioiia or 
watered stock, which Is a felony In 
this state. 


U. In tho exercise of this right the 


legislature may enact a statute pro- 
viding generally for what purposes 
and upon what, terms, conditions anfl 
limitations an Increase of capital stock 
may be made, and may confer upon ft 
commission the duty of supervising 
any proposed Increase. 


Commission May Find Facts. 


•I. It may also delegate to the com- 


mission the duty of llnding the facts 
In each particular case, and may au- 
thorize and require It. If It finds the 
existence of facts that bring the case 
within the statute, to allow the pro- 
posed Increase or otherwise to re- 
fuse- It. 


fi. 
Any sditute, however, which at- 


tempts to authorize the commission In 
Its Judgment to allow an Increase of 
capital stock for such purposes and on 
such terms as It may deem advisable 
or In Its discretion to refuse It would 
be unconstitutional, as an attempt to 
delegate legislative power. 


C. Section 2,872. R. L. lOOJi, relating 


to tho Increase of capital stock of rail- 
way corporations, does not violate arti- 
cle 1, section 11, of the state constitu- 
tion, or article 1, section 10, of the con- 
stitution of tho United States, which 
forbid the enactment of any law' Im- 
pairing the obligation of contracts. It 
docs, however, violate section 1, article 
3, of the state constitution In that It 
delegates to tho commission legislative 
power. Order reversed.

Now York, March 2!).—"The decision 


of the Minnesota court was no more 
than was expected," said J. J. Hill, 
when Informed that the supreme court 
had upheld the Great Northern stock 
Issue. "For 15 years wo had been do-

This Investigation will be of great im- 
portance to the negro as well us the 
white race, as it will show what the 
negro has done and what he Is capable 
of doing. 
The 
work Is being con- 


ducted by Alfred Holt Stone, un edu- 
cated business man from Mississippi, 
who Is a thorough, Impartial and can- 
did student of the economic develop- 
ment growing out. of negro slavery 
and the work of the negro under con- 
ditions of freedom. 


Mr. Stone has outlined n treatment, 


which Is reasonably exhaustive, relat- 
ing to the economic life of the Ameri- 
can negro, 
without trespassing on 


either the political or social aspects of 
the topics. 
He recognizes the dltll- 


culty of treating the one as separated 
from the other two topics, but the de- 
sirability of such u method Is believed 
to more than outweigh tho difficulties 
Involved In Its execution.
